Chief of Police John Kaiser, after an 
all day and all night search of certain 
sections oI the city by that officer, 
who had received a tip that the Quar­ 
tette had arrived in Sedalia. 
When taken to police headquarters 
the men gave the names of Frank 
Johnson, alias Frank Moore, and Rob­ 
ert Perry, alias Robert Duify. 
The 
girls gave the names of Lillian Duffy, 
alias Lillian 
Moore, 
and 
Gertrude 
Perry, 
alias 
Gertrude 
McGregory. 
They claimed their homes to be in 
Kansas City. 
When searched two bottles contain­ 
ing a total of 289 grains of cocaine 
and two bottles 
containing 
eighty 
grains of morphine 
were 
found 
in 
their possession. 
They alleged that 
they purchased the drugs in Kansas 
City from a physician w hose name was 
given to the officers. 
This statement 
of the men is being investigated. 
Night Chief Kaiser received word 
Saturday afternoon that 
the 
alleged 
dope peddlers were in Sedalia. 
All 
night Saturday night he searched for 
them, but was unable to obtain a clite 
as to their whereabouts. 
Sunday morning he 
resumed 
the 
quest, and Sunday afternoon received 
word that the two men were seen go­ 
ing towards the NL, K. & T. passenger 
station, carrying two suit cases. They 
were overtaken at the intersection of 
Second street and Washington avenue 
Twenty minutes later the two girls 
were arrested by Officer Kaiser at a 
north side resort, where they have 
been located since their arrival in Se 
dalia Friday night. 
They were taken 
to leadquarters, w'here they told Chief 
of Police John Burger that they hail 
just met the men Sunday morning, 
after they had received 
a 
long 
dis­ 
tance telephone call from 
them 
in 
Kansas City. 
All of the four arrested are victims 
of the drug habit, Perry' stating that 
he has used dope since he was a 
child. 
A hypodermic case, containing 
an instrument and ?wro needles, were 
also found in the possession of Moore. 
During the night Sunday the pris­ 
oners, who were confined in the city 
jail, suffered intensely for want of 
the drug, and several times were at­

Miss Moore alated that she has only 
been using the drug a short time, while 
Miss Dully confessed that she is ac­ 
customed to laking fifteen to twenty 
grains a day, all of which was taken 
in liquid form.

court Monday morning a state charge 
of vagrancy was placed against Moore 
and Perry. 
They entered pl»as of not 
guilty, but after hearing the evidence 
they were sentenced to serve ten days 
in the county jail. 
This charge was 
brought 
against 
the defendants principally for the pur­ 
pose of holding them for the fedora’ 
authorities who will handle the case, 
owing to the finding of morphine and 
cocaine in their possessiaon being a 
breach of the federal law. 
The two grls were sentenced to ten 
days each *n the city jail on a vagran­ 
cy charge, which was placed against 
them for the purpose of holding them 
as witnesses against the two men. 
After oeing returned to the county 
jail Monday morning. 
Perry 
teated 
that be had an aunt and unde residing 
on East Broadway, by the n&rne of Pol- 
lum. 
There is no ruch name in the 
city directory. 


According to the police, boih Mis,re 
and Perry have their pictures in the 
rogues* gallery at police headquarters 
in Kansas City. 
The arrest of the

St. Louis, Mo., July 24.—Ulysses G. 


Banosdale was killed instantly, and 
Archibald Stokes was injured serious­ 
ly, when an automobile in which they 
were riding was struck by an engine 
of an Illinois Central freight train in 
Belleville at 6 p. rn. yesterday. 
Banosdale was 22 years old, mar­ 
ried and lived at 112 South Richland 
street. 
In the automobile, which he 
owned, were Stokes and Vanosdale’s 
younger brother, Harry, who jumped 
and escaped with only a few minor 
injuries. 
The Vanosdales and Stokes were 
motoring east on Mill street, approach­ 
ing the Illinois Central crossing. 
A 
long freight train was approaching, 
but Y'anosdale figured he could make 
the crossing ahead of the train. 
There was a slight upgrade and his 
car had not cleared the track when 
the pilot of the engine struck the au­ 
tomobile and tore it into tragments. 
Vanosdale was hurled more than 
twenty feet. His back was broken, as 
was his neck, and he died instantly. 
Stokes was caught in the wrecked j 
car and his right arm was literally j 
torn from its socket at the shoulder. 
His right leg was broken in three 
places and he was a mass of bruises 
and contusions. 
Stokes was taken to St. Elizabeth’s 
hospital, where his leg was ampu­ 
tated. 
He was unconscious, and the 
physicians said 
there 
was 
slight 
chance he would recover. 
He is 20 
years old. single, and lives on South j Mrs 
Cleveland street. 
Two years ago two fit omen riding 
on a truck were killed at the same 
crossing.

United States 
steam boat 
inspection 
service in the equipment of life b o a ts 
to enable those in the boats to signal 
for help during the night in case of 
need. 
The name “Coston” has been 
incorporated into the 
English 
lan­ 
guage under the head of “lights” in 
the 
Standard 
Dictionary. 
If 
was 
Mrs. M artha J. Coston who invented 
the signals. 
Her adventures in life may be said 
♦ o have begun at the age of sixteen, 
when she was secretly married to 
Benjamin Franklin Coston, who was 
but nineteen. Mr. Coston even at this 
age had invented a submarine boat 
that could be navigated eight hours 
under water, the n e /s s a r y air being 
provided by a chemical process. 
This and other naval inventions had 
won the interest of Admiral Charles 
Stewart (“Old Ironsides,” as he was 
called) of the United States navy, and 
it was the admiral’s wish that Mr. 
Ceston enter the navy. 
Tending the 
fulfillment of a promised special ap­ 
pointment the young man accepted a 
tem porary appointment as m aster in 
the service and was placed at the 
head of a laboratory in the W ashing­ 
ton navy yard. 
Here Mrs. Coston 
learned to he?p him and to under­ 
stand the use of chemicals. 
A few 
years elapsed, and as the 
government bad not provided a suit­ 
able appointment, Mr. Coston r e s ig n s 
from the navy and prepared to take 
up his residence in Boston as tho 
president of a gas company, for he 
was the inventor cf a valuable ap­ 
paratus for the use of gas and made 
and n&ed in his 
Washington 
home 
the first gas ever burned in that city. 
Af‘cr a year in Boston, where Mrs. 
C olon's fourth son was 
born, 
her 
husband was called to Washington on 
business. 
On the trip he was taken 
ill and died in Philadelphia, leaving 
Hie young wife with some funds, but 
no idea of business and four littl* 
children to be brought up and edu­ 
cated. 
Through her ignorance of business 
and too much trustfulness in others 
not worthy of it, she found herself at 
twenty-one years of 
age 
penniless. 
What course to pursue in order to 
take care of her children was a m at­ 
ter of deep concern to her. 
Goes Through Chest. 
One dull November day, when mat­ 
ters had reached 
the 
lowest 
ebb. 
there came to her mind a box of pa 
pers that her husband had commend 
od to her as being of great value. Sh< 
found and opened the wooden chest 
and took from it many small packages^ 
which showed by their marks that 
they were but inventions too costly 
for common use. 
As with Pandora** 
box, however, the last thing out wa- 
hope, for in an envelope containing 
papers she finally discovered a plan 
for signals to be used by night at sea 
Instantly the recollection came of 
a few experim ents along this line that 
-he had taken up with her husband in 
the W ashington laboratory. 
A small 
number of these signals still existed, 
hut no recipes for their manufacture 
Mrs. Coston obtained consent of the 
secretary of the navy to have these 
lights tried on board a I nit cd States 
warship. 
But when the report ar­ 
rived it was found th.it the signal- 
were good for nothing. 
Undaunted Mrs. Coston continued 
to experiment on the basis of the idea 
of signal lights and procured for the 
purpose a place in the Washington 
navy yard laboratory. The second at­ 
tempt also proved an ut tit failure. 
Not disheartened, Mrs. Coston per­ 
sisted, and, after long effort, a spec­ 
ially 
appointed 
board 
of 
I nited 
States navy officers assembled to tr> 
her finally prepared signals. 
After 
four weeks* trial one of these gen­ 
tlemen confided to Mrs. Coston that 
the signals were a success and ask­ 
ed her not to let it be known that he 
had told her so until official notifica­ 
tion reached her. 
Each 
one of the 
kindly officers of the board so far 
unbent as to Inform her secretly of 
her good fortune 
and 
each 
begged 
not to be betrayed 
for 
the breach 
And Mrs. Coston truthfully promised 
and kept silence. 
Outfits of the signals were ordered 
at once by the navy 
to 
supply all 
the ships of the fleet. I his was the 
first rew ani for years of labor, and 


[the order amounted to 
P at­ 
ients were then taken 
out . by Mrs. 
j Coston for all foreign countries, and 
I she pet sail for England some time 
| l**>r to offer her invention to that 
I land. 
While the English navy 
was con 
-idering the m atter Mrs. Coston op­ 
ened negotiations with the 
French 
government. 
Both 
England 
and 
France so delayed 
a decision that 
Mrs. Coston sailed for her home, de­ 
termined to sell the right to make 
the signals to the United States. 
T p to the time of this invention, it 
can be stated, 
the 
Fresnel lanterns 
were the only means of sea communi­ 
cation at night. These were three col­ 
ored lanterns run up on a pole and, 
of course, not discernable in heavy 
weather. The signals could, however, 
in heavy w eather be read a distance 
♦if several miles and in good weath­ 
er were visible for twenty miles. 
Congress Buys Right. 
At length congress bought the pat­ 
ent for $20,000, but half the desired 
urn. Mrs. Coston continued to m anu­ 
facture the signals for 
the govern­ 
ment. 
A letter from the French govern­ 
ment relative to the purchase of the 
signals some time 
after 
took Mrs 
Coston abroad a second time, 
and 
Mio w’as then presented at the Eng 
lish court as she was later at the 
French court, and in the course of 
lier foreign travels she was received 
by many of the crowned 
heads 
of 
different lands. 
It required another foreign trip be­ 
fore the French 
government really 
concluded to 
purchase 
the signals. 
For them $8,000 was paid. 
During a tour of Italy Mrs. Coston 
met and finally became 
engaged to 
Count Piccolomini. A few' days after 
the engagement had been announced 
the count died a tragic death. 
Mrs. Coston remained in Italy for 
tome time and entered into negotia 
tions with 
the 
Italian government 
for the salt of the signals, and final­ 
ly was delighted to have them ad­ 
opted by the Italian navy. Thus there 
came to be at one time sixty or sev­ 
enty different interests, private 
and 
national, using the Coston signals. 
One of Mrs. Coston’s pleasant an­ 
ecdotes told how' Lieutenant Schwat- 
ka on an expedition into the arctic* 
regions resorted to the use of Coston 
signal lights to 
scare 
away wolves. 
“Though,” said 
the 
lieutenant, 
“I 
lo not remember 
that 
this 
w’as a 
isted advantage of keeping the sig­ 
nals at hand.” 
Mrs. Coston replied: 
‘You carried out 
my 
original idea 
vhen you used the signals to drive

calves 
in 
stanchions.

calves can be fed their milk, then 
their grain, and after they have eaten 
the grain they will lese their desire to 
suck one another’s ears. A stanchion 
made of wood will be entirely satisfac­ 
tory.
